Frank Wellington Dies 


Suddenly, Last Friday 


Following an illness of only a few 


hours, tho sudden death occurred early 
Friday morning of Mr. Frank Welling- 
ton, nt the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Alice Burpee, on West Rowland avenue. 
Death was due to congestion of the 
lungs. 


The deceased, who had been a resi- 


dent of this city for tho past twenty 
years, followed the business of a car- 
penter and contractor, and although ad- 
vanced in years, his services in his line 
of business wero in constant demand. 


The funeral was held on Monday 


morning in the chapel of the Ouster & 
Christiansen undertaking parlors. As a 
tribute to the esteem in which this es- 
timable man was held in the commun- 
ity, the chapel was crowded with friends 
of the deceased. The casket was sur- 
rounded by many beautiful floral tri- 
butes and flowering shrubs.

The Duartc-Monrovia Exchange, al- 


ihough one of the smallest in the state, 
ms established a fine record for tho 
quality of this fruit. The exchange han- 
dles the fruit of two packing houses, 
shipping in normal years 750 cars of 
oranges. 


Mr. Chew has been an employee of 


he Charter Oak Association for the past 
hirteeu years, first in tho capacity of 
jookkeeper and latterly as manager of 
he field department. During the war he 
served under the U. S. shipping board. 
Saving followed the sea in his youth, 
10 had no difficulty in securing a mate's 
certificate, and made several voyages 
ni cargo boats sailin gbetweon Pacific 
coast ports and the orient. He is today 
recognized as a thoroughly efficient and 
expert fruit man. Mr. and Mrs. Chew 
expect to make their home in Monrovia, 
moving there .shortly before the New 
Year.

GREAT-WAR VETERAN DIES 


FROM RAILWAY INJURIES 


Judge James Rives of the probate 


court, I.os Angeles, handed down a de- 
cision this week in which he 
irded 


Officers of the local Pythian lodge are 


in receipt of a dispatch informing them 
of the death of Allen Conkleton, which 
occurred Tuesday in the 'hospital at Au- 
burn, Placer county. Death was due to 
injuries from falling while attempting 
to board a moving train at Roseville. 
Tho injuries were of such a character as 
to .necessitate tho amputation of the 
right arm and leg. 


Conkleton was a veterau of the world- 


war, 
having served with the Canadian 


forces for five years. He was severely 
wounded and gassed and was invalided 
home. Following the war he suffered a 
stroke of paralysis while residing in 
Covina, at which time the local lodge 
of 1'ythians provided him with money 
to go to tho home of his parents, then 
residing in the state of Washington. 
His physical condition undoubtedly con- 
tributed to the accident which caused 
his death on Tuesday.

This is the final chapter in the terrible 


tragedy

In this accident Mrs. Wallace and her 


daughter, Mrs. Effie McAllcn, were both 
killed. Andrew McAllen, husband of the 
daughter, brought suit for the entire 
estate, alleging that the mother died 
first. In rendering judgment the court 
stated that all the evidence indicated 
that the daughter expired first. The 
body of Mrs. McAllen was so badly 
mangled that all that could be gathered 
was buried in the same casket with her 
mother. 


"Jimmy," the three-year-old son of 


Mr. and Mrs. Myron Grant of Cit'nega 
avenue, died on Friday, November 17, 
from heart trouble following an attack 
of ulcerated throat, or diphtheria. 


The funeral services, private in char- 


acter, were conducted at the residence 
Sunday afternoon by the Rev. George 
Bashor, pastor of the Brethren church 
of Glendora. Interment was in Oakdale 
cemetery, where a number of friends 
and neighbors of the family gathered in 
sympathy with tho bereaved family.

The child at the time of 
death was three years, three months and 
three days of age. The funeral arrange- 
ments were- in charge of the Seimear 
undertaking parlors.

Even conservative business 
men invest in .stocks, but the stuff we have all filed in our "fool 
drawer" now and then does not usually cumber a well-balanced 
merchant's desk. 


Bonds are different.

The schools are just now care- 
fully studying: these questions and pointing out some of the 
quagmires into which the unwary may fall. 


An old banker said that there are so many spendthrifts and 


so few earners among the rising generation that instruction 
regarding the dangerous issues was somewhat superfluous, as 
most of the rising generation have only what their parents 
give them—but he surely was a pessimist. 


But prosperity is due largely to the fact that we are a bold 


people, more or less willing to take a chance. Before investing 
in stocks it is well to consider the plan, the men handling it, 
and cvewy eleuue-ut of--.tltem-y.cntiu'e, (including. Qitt^OTUrfiMtyftSS 
and obligations. 


If honest men of good business judgment are handling a 


proposition and will give us a square deal, then wte are justifiable 
in taking a reasonable chance with a promising venture. Men 
who took such chances in the early days made the West what 
it is.

Told by Govina Visitor 


Mrs. Chris Kranz, who, accompanied 


by her daughter, Frances, having just 
returned from an extended European 
tour, including a visit to her old homo 
in Germany, has the following to say 
as to conditions she found there: 


It was a very different Germany I 


found, after an absence of fifteen years. 
At that time you saw tho people happy, 
and singing while thoy worked, but now 
they seem so sullen and dejected in 
manner. Wo spent some time at a sum- 
mer resort, and while the place was 
thronged, it, was principally by foreign- 
ers. You heard nearly every language 
spoken there excepting German, the 
German people apparently being too 
poor to spend their vacations at such 
places. The same can be said of Obcr- 
ammagau, where wo journeyed to see 
the wonderful Passion play. 


The price of food and clothing, while 


soaring higher and higher, making r 
necessary for the people to practice 
strict economy in mending and patch 
ing their old clothes, the new garments 
arc being purchased lavishly by for 
eigners, who find them still cheap, ow 
ing to the difference in money values 


Meat is out of the question for the 


average family, and worst of all, the 
aged and the infants suffer greatly fo 
tho necessities. 


I met one old lady who had been very 


well-to-do before the war. She wa 
picking clams from the shells and tolc 
me it was the cheapest food she coulc 
buy. She prepared it in, different ways 
Often she went to bed hungry. Bein; 
73 years of age, she was not able t 
work. And there are thousands in tho 
same condition. 


On my way home to America I talked 


with a Sister of Charity who was leav- 
ing Germany because she said it broke 
her heart to remain there and not bo 
able to supply the meager necessities to 
the babies and those under her charge. 


I found no bitter feeling against 


America or England, and it seemed ev- 
eryone was looking toward this country
